THE CENTENNIAL EXPOSITION. 


Tbe Mineral Exhibit In the Government Build- 


ing—The HmithBonlan Collection—Nevada 
Beatl the World—Full Descriptioii of our 
Exhibit—And oil About thU Department 
Worthy of Note at the Ceutoanial. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jnne 17, 1876. 


EDJTOK JOURNAL:—We have pur- 


posely delayed giving a description 
of the mineral exhibit in the Govern- 
ment building, in which Nevada is 
largely represented, until now, for 
the reason that we were desirous of 
seeing first all the exhibits of this 
class from other countries and from 
other sections of the United States. 
Tliese exhibits too are scattered 
about in various buildings so that 
it has required some time to visit 
and examine them oil. 
We shall 


dovote this letter chiefly, however, to 
that portion of the mineral display 
which has been made under the 
auspices of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute for tho purpose of illustrating 
the nature and variety of the mineral 
resources of the United States. 
All 


the States represented here have 
collections in other buildings, and 
some of them make better displays 
in the "mineral annex" to the main 
building than they do here, but 
taken as a whole the Smithsonian 
mineral exhibit surpasses everything 
of this kind atthe Centennial. 
Prof. 


W. P. Blake of Connecticut has 
general charge of this department, 
and it is owing chiefly to his knowl- 
edge of the country and his large 
acquaintance with men in the differ- 
ent sections that such a large and 
varied display has been mad<» here. 
This collection occupies the north- 
western section of the building and 
is very systematically arranged. The 
greater portion of it is represented 
geographically by States. The min- 
erals from each State being shown 
together and separate from the other 
States. 
A small portion has been 


arranged without regard to locality 
and this comprises marbles beauti- 
fully polished and inscribed from 
different quarries, dressed granites 
and porphyries, and two elegant 
cases filled with the handsomest 
specimens of crystallized minerals to 
be found. 
The crystals were select 


ed from the private collections of 
Theodore D. Band, Joseph Wilcox, 
Rev. E. E. Beadle of Philadelphia 
and Wm. W. Jeft'ries of Chester, Pa., 
many of which are rarely found in 
nature in such perfect crystalline 
forms. 
The bmcites from Texas, 


Pa., beryls from North Carolina and 


j Pennsylvania, corundunis from Del- 
eware, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and Pennsylvania, mica from 
Canada and New York, rutile from 
Georgia and Pennsylvania, garnets 
from Pennsylvania, tourmalines from 
New York, feldspars (mostly aiaazon 
stones) from Colorado and Pennsyl- 
vania, wavelitcs from Pennsylvania, 
spheues from New York, apatelites 
from Canada, diaspore from Penn- 
sylvania, are all very remarkable. 
Besides these there are irany fine 
amethysts, specimens of calamine, 
hallito, analcitne, 
zircons, 
quartz 


crystals, spindles, scapolites, etc. 
This is without question the finest 
display of crystals in the whole ex- 
hibition. 
These crystals with the 


marbles occupy the extreme western 
section. 
The marbles are chiefly 


from Vermont, New York and Tenn- 
essee. Some of the Tennessee mar- 
bles are pretty and interesting, os 
the fossils contlined in them when 
polished gives them a mottled appear- 
ance. 
There is n section of a floor 


made from tho Vermont marbles 
which is very attractive on account 
of the tiles being jaade of different 
colors, red, black aud white with 
many tints of each. 
Tlien there are 


a great number of polished blocks 
.uid falabs quite pleasing to look at 
for a few minutes, but not of enough 
importance to describe. 
With this 


collection of marbles are also some 
finely polished samples of sandstone 
aud porphyry" from Massachusetts, 
Maine and Connecticut. 
Next to 


this diversified collection conies the 
different State displays. 


NEW JEKSEY 


one case filled with zinc ores 


and their products, besides a large 
number of immense chunks heaped 
up on a low platform, with speci- 
mens of iron ore and pig iron. This 
collection is very interesting, espec- 
ially tho sample's of zinc ores. Some 
of tho specimens of red ziucite asso- 
ciated with green and yellow wiliem- 
ite ure exceedingly attractive. There 
are also specimens of frankliuite con- 
taining both zinc and iron. From

NEW YOKK 


Are two cases of iron ores from 
Crown Point mine. With this col- 
lection are also specimens of the 
wood from which is made the char- 
coal used in smelting, the limestone 
used in fluxing, and the pig and 
wrought iron after it has passed 
through the stages of manufacture. 
Then there are some fine specimens 
of jeffersonite, a very rare iron ore, 
which contains lime magnesia, pro- 
toxyde of iron and manganese, with 
oxyd of zinc and are colored green, 
yellow, white and brown. 
There is 


also with this collection a.gas retort 
made of fire clay, and specimens of 
fire bricks. 


PESXSTLVAXIA 


Contributes one case of beautiful 
specimens of cobalt and nickel ores 
with samples of magnets and differ- 
ent articles manufactured from the 
metal nickel. There is also ill this 
collection specimens of copper ores, 
a large lodestone, fire-bricks, zinc 
ores from Bethlehem, scythe stones 
and samples of cryolite from Green- 
land used in the manufacture of 
alum and other salts of aluminum. 
Some of the Pittsburgh' iron and 
steel manufacturing companies have 
samples of their establishments on 
exhibition here, finished tools of dif- 
ferent descriptions, a tall column

different stages of manufacture into 
steel, bars broken to show the frac- 
ture and twisted to show the tenacity 
of steel. 
There is also a profusion 


of large blocks of coal from Penn- 
sylvania scattered about in profusion 
in dift'erent sections of tho building. 


TENNESSEE 


Has an immense collection of iron 
ores piled up on a low platform, 
about which there is nothing remark- 
able except the fact that so much 
space has been occupied to exhibit' 
tons and tons of the ore when a few 
good samples would have made a 
much more attractive and interesting 
exhibit. Hero are also, samples o! 
the coal and limestone used in smelt- 
ing, displayed with'the same prodi- 
gality. An'interesting display of the 
different varieties of woods from this 
State are exhibited, and specimens of 
copper showing its various stages of 
manufacture. 


VIRGINIA 


Does not make a very extensve ex- 
hibit. One case however, shows some 
fine specimens of iron, marble, coal, 
gypsum and salt. 
There are also 


some specimens of gold quartz, here, 
and in the main building Virginia 
has a small case of very fine gold 
specimens. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


Oives one case of samples of coal, 
iron, mica and some small specimens 
of gold and silver ores. The Caunel- 
ton Coal Company makes a line ex- 
hibit of cannel coal from the Kan- 
awha valley, and mounted on a ped- 
estal in the main aisle is shown a 
section of a cannol coal vein. 


GEORGIA 


Has a small tray filled with speci- 
mens of koolin in West Virginia's 
case. The specimens are very good 
bat this State's reputation is not 
greatly bcuefitted by this exhibit.

MICHIGAN 


Makes a good exhibition. She has 
five cases in this department besides 


Utah has besides two full cases chief- 


tho ly lead ores. Idaho fills two cases 


with gold, silver and lead ores, and 
California has five cases, one of 
which is filled with specimens from 
the Panamiut mines, another with 
samples of cinnabar from Sonoma 
county and other localities. 
The 


rest of the cases contain specimens 
of gold quartz and samples from the 
cement and gravel diggings. Some of 
these specimens are exceedingly rich. 


• 
MONTANA 


Makes a splendid exhibit of amethyst 
crystals and her specimens of chal- 
cedony are the most remarkable ones 
in the whole exhibition. Two large 
upright cases are filled with these 
crystals and specimens of goid, sil- 
ver aud lead ore from the different 
| mines in that Territory. About £2000 
in gold dust is exhibited from this 
State in a large safe along with the 
samples of bullion collected by Mr. 
Donaldson in Nevada. The Montana 
collection is exhibited by Mr. J. P. 
Woolman, U. S. Centennial Com- 
mission for that Territory. 
It is 


very creditable and shows what the 
rest of the Pacific States and Terri- 
tories with but little trouble might 
have done for themselves in making 
a display in this department. Ex- 
cepting Nevada, not one of them has 
anything here at all worth exhibiting 
only what was collected at no ex- 
pense to them, by Mr. Donaldson for 
the Smithsonian Institute. 


NEVADA 


Makes a more complete and larger 
display of her mineral resources than 
all the States and Territories west of 
the Missouri river. 
Her collection 


is very systematically and handsomely 
arranged in elegant black walnut 
cases with French plate glass for tho 
tops and doors. The glass plates for 
the tops .of cases cost 830 each and 
there are two of these plates to each 
case. There are twelve cases in nil 
which are arranged in two rows, with 
passage ways al! around and between 
each one of the cases. The cases oc- 
cupy a space 100 feet in length by 25 
in width. 
The specimens are ar- 


ranged in the cases for the most part 
by counties and districts, and no 
district or mine in the Stato of any 
importauce is not reported. Some 
of the most remarkable and hand- 
some specimens, such as the nulfen- 
ites from Eureka, sulphur from Hum- 
boldt. garnet from Robinson, salt 
crystals from Leete's salt marsh, sul- 
phate of copper from Esmeralda, 
quartz crystals from
